ASSUMPTION

Officials from the Office of Administration - Division of Purchasing, the Office of
Administration - Division of Accounting, the Department of Natural Resources, the
Department of Health and Senior Services, the Department of Corrections, the Department
of Agriculture, the State Tax Commission, the Department of Insurance, Financial
Institutions and Professional Registration, the Department of Economic Development, the
Office of Prosecution Services, the Department of Revenue, the Office of the State Public
Defender, the Office of the State Treasurer, and the Office of the State Courts
Administrator each assume the current proposal would not fiscally impact their respective
agencies.

Officials from the County of Callaway, County of St. Louis, and the Cole County Sheriff’s
Department each assume the current proposal would not fiscally impact their respective
organizations.

Officials from the Attorney General’s Office (AGQO) assume that any potential costs arising
from this proposal can be absorbed with existing resources. The AGO may seek additional
appropriations if the proposal results in a significant increase in cases.

In response to a similar proposal from this session, HCS for SCS for SB 578, officials from the
Department of Health and Senior Services assumed the proposal would not fiscally impact
their agency.
